"We’re getting awful close 
to Big Brother here,” he said. 

Durley, who is a non- 
smoker, said he’s never had 
a complaint from anyone 
about people smoking 
outside. 

“It seems the smoke police 
are bordering on harass¬ 
ment,” he said. “I have a bad 
feeling about this.” 

Ward 1 Coun. Richard 
Rybiak, who called himself a 
former smoker who remem¬ 
bers the difficulty of quit¬ 
ting, said he supported the 
resolution. 

“We should have the right 
to breathe air that is not 
contaminated.” 

The Fort Erie resolution 
supported the region’s ini¬ 
tiatives, but not the cost of 
enforcing a town bylaw to 
back it up. 

It said regional council 
should pass a regional bylaw 
prohibiting smoking in out¬ 
door public spaces across 
the region “and enforce the 

Pelham council supported 
the Fort Erie resolution with 
Durley and King voting 
against it. 

Niagara Falls, Welland and 
Grimsby have passed bylaws 
limiting or banning smoking 
in outdoor public settings. 

Pelham council has not 
discussed an outdoor smok¬ 
ing bylaw.

NIAGARA FALLS - A 
group of area high school 
students rampaged through 
a Lundy’s Lane motel after a 
Friday night dance, trashing 
22 rooms and leaving a trail 
of destruction that left some 
rooms looking as if a bomb 
had hit them. 

The sheer amount of 
damage — gaping holes in the 
drywall, doors shredded to 
pieces, sinks ripped from the 
walls — has Avenue Inn owner 
David Linqi Liu considering 
legal action against the motel 
guests while motel manager 
Robert Forget is wondering 
why police apparently did 
little to stop the carnage. 

For their part, police said 
the matter is a civil issue, not 
a criminal one. 

The trouble began Friday 
at about 8 p.m., soon after 
students from Notre Dame 
College School started show¬ 
ing up at their rooms, said 
Forget, who was working at 
the motel through the night as 
the rooms were turned upside 

The Grade 12 students 
had booked 35 rooms at the 
motel — about four to each 
room — so they’d have a place 
to party after their school’s 
semiformal dance at the 
Americana resort on Lundy’s 

Forget said he was told 
around 8 p.m. by a student 


that Room 135 was being 
“demolished,” he said. 

"By the time I got to the 
room, it was completely 
destroyed,” he said, adding he 
locked the room and started 
going door-to-door to see if 
there were more problems. 

At 9 p.m., Forget said he 
started kicking kids off the 
property, dispatching about 
30 students from the motel 
property. 

But the damage didn’t stop 

“We tried to help them out 
to have a little fun, and they 
repay us by destroying our 


rooms,” Forget said, adding 
the remaining kids were 
destroying rooms until about 
5 a.m. 

Forget also said a Niagara 
Regional Police cruiser drove 
through the Avenue Inn's 
parking lot several times 
during the night. 

He said that when he told 
police of the escalating situa¬ 
tion, they told him there was 
little they could do because it 
was a civil issue, not a crimi¬ 
nal one, and that it was the 
motel’s responsibility to deal 
with their guests. 

"They said it was our prob¬ 


lem,” Forget said. 

NRP Staff Sgt. Michael 
Woods said police treat situ¬ 
ations like the Avenue Inn 
debacle as a civil matter 
between two parties involved 
in a contract 

“When you rent a house to 
that person, and that person 
causes damage to it, then the 
resultant trying to get your 
money back is done as a civil 
process, whether it’s through 
a landlord tenant board or if 
it’s done through small claims 
court,” Woods said. "It’s a sim¬ 
ilar situation.” 

Woods also called on the 


motel owners to be more care¬ 
ful about who they rent to. 

On Monday, Forget, Liu, 
and his son Harry Liu showed 
a reporter and photographer 
the extent of the damage, 
leading the way from room to 

While some rooms suffered 
varying levels of moderate 
to extensive damage, other 
rooms were scenes of com¬ 
plete carnage. It was clear that 
whoever was behind the van¬ 
dalism had their work cut out 
for them. 

There were large holes in 
the drywall that enabled clear 
view from the bedroom — 
through the wall — into the 
bathroom. In one bathroom, 
the ceiling tiles along with the 
ductwork had been pulled 
down so that they rested on 
the toilet. Outside the bath¬ 
room, the pieces of dozens of 
broken beer and liquor bottles 
littered the floor. 

In other rooms, discarded 
condoms had been left on the 
floor, a short distance away 
from a stove that had had its 
glass door smashed. Beer- 
drenched TVs lay on the floor, 
near ripped wall paintings. 
A Holy Bible had even been 
tom up. 

The Lius said they have all 
the names of all the students 
who stayed in the rooms and 
that they’ll be trying to make 
contact with them. Liu added 
that the financial toll was 
probably somewhere between 
$50,000 and $100,000.

Those who 
tweet to 
thwart police 
are twits 

O ne needs only to scan the 

headlines to realize a simple truth 
— some people are just plain stupid. 

That’s not stupid in a didn’t-pay- 
enough-attendon-in-school kind of way, 
ora single-digit-IQ kind of way. 

Some people are stupid in the kind of 
way that puts others’ lives at risk. 

For all of the great applications of 
social media — for example, Twitter and 
Facebook can be used to notify massive 
audiences across vast geographic 
areas of missing persons — the 
aforementioned stupid people are using 
social media to notify and warn their 
followers and friends about the location 
of RIDE programs. 

Can anyone be more stupid? Really? 
Between 2003 and 2005, alcohol use 
by drivers was a factor in almost 30% of 
all vehicle accidents in Canada. 

MADD estimates that translates into 
more than 1,200 deaths as a result of 
impaired driving. 

Yet there are people who want to warn 
their drinking-and-driving buddies that 
the police have set up RIDE (Reduce 
Impaired Driving Everywhere, for the 
stupid among us) programs. 

It’s really no surprise that more than 
30% of drinking drivers involved in fatal 
crashes are aged 16 to 24. Sometimes 
youths are stupid. 

There likely isn’t a single reader who 
hasn’t been impacted by drinking and 
driving. It is unconscionable to think 
there are those who would not only 
condone drinking and driving, but also 
try to protect the guilty.

Town and region budgets approved 


B oth Pelham council and 
regional council have 
adopted early budgets for 

2012. 

You will recall that a capital 
budget acquires, builds, or 
rehabilitates major infrastructure 
or equipment with a long life. 
Such capital assets include 
municipal facilities and buildings, 
trucks and vehicles, roads and 
bridges and sidewalks, and water/ 
sewage pipes and plants. 

The operating budget controls 
“day-to-day” expenditures such 
as salaries, wages, benefits, heat, 
hydro, and routine maintenance 
of buildings and infrastructure. 
Rates budgets fund special

services like water, waste water, 
and waste management. Not 
everyone across Pelham or the 
Region receives these services, 
and provincial rules demand 
separate water and waste water 
budgets. 

On Thursday, Dec. 1, regional 
council adopted your entire 
regional budget for 2012 — 
including the Capital, Operating, 


and Rate budgets. Not only 
does this +$750 million budget 
include the work of departments 
like Public Works, Public 
Health, Community Services, 
Integrated Community Planning 
and Corporate Services, it also 
includes budgets for outside 
agencies like Niagara Regional 
Housing, Niagara Peninsula 
Conservation Authority, Niagara 
Economic Development, and 
Niagara Regional Police Service. 

This is the earliest in recent 
memory for the operating, rates 
and agency portion of the Region’s 
budget. I am especially pleased 
with this, not only because it 
means we can start issuing capital 


project tenders and concentrate 
on finding efficiencies, but also 
because I had the honour of 
chairing the 

Region’s budget for 2012. 

Then, on Monday, Dec. 5, 
Pelham council adopted your 2012 
Pelham capital budget. Pelham’s 
capital budget will continue to 
improve the community: 

• Regional Road #20: work 
together with Region on the 
reconstruction from Rice Road 
to Station Street — including 
new sidewalk (north side), street 
lighting, and water/waste water 
improvements; 

• Downtown Fonthill: “fine 
tune” and complete streetscaping; 

• Downtown Fenwick: complete 
redesign plans, review structural 
integrity of historic flagpole, and 
earmark revitalization hinds in 
future years; 

• Investments in Recreation 
& Culture: including replacing 
Harold Black Park Soccer shelters, 
installing new bleachers and 
develop detailed design for 
Phase 2 and 3 of master plan for 
Centennial Park, and develop a 
Cultural Master Plan;

Hudak wrong on 
apprenticeships 

The heart of apprenticeship train¬ 
ing is the quality of instruction in the 
workplace. The guidance of experi¬ 
enced, skilled workers is crucial to 
the success of any apprentice. 

Ontario PC Leader Tim Hudak 
has been misleading Ontarians by 
stating regulatory changes can be 
made by file Ministry of Labour in 
regards to the apprenticeship system 
—which is not true. 

Ratios are specific to 34 individual 
skilled trades, all in construction, 
such as electrician and plumbing. 

In the past, the Ministry of Training, 
Colleges and Universities had the 
responsibility to inspect workplaces 
to ensure apprentices were getting 
the quality training that industry 
required, and that included ratio 
requirements. 

We created the Ontario College of 


Trades to give industry — employ¬ 
ers, workers and apprentices — 
greater responsibility for reviewing 
training ratios. The college will con¬ 
duct these reviews in a more open 
manner, beginning this coming 
lanuary. Results of each review and 
the reasons behind each decision 
will be posted on the college’s web¬ 
page, for all to see. 

Ron Johnson, chair of College of 
Trades and the former Conservative 
MPP for Brant, agrees that Mr. 
Hudak “is completely wrong on 
this issue... it seems he’s arguing in 
favour of a move to big government” 

If ratios were the barrier Mr. 
Hudak says they are, how could 
there be more than 120,000 appren¬ 
tices learning a trade today—which 
is nearly 60,000 more than when Mr. 
Hudak was in cabinet? 

Mr. Hudak has made empty 
promises to create 200,000 appren¬ 
ticeships. It’s time for him to back up 
his numbers.

Municipalities not using 
power 

Bad news travels fast, and myths 
often travel faster. The article Fight 
ongoing for control over green 
energy projects appears to have 
fallen prey to two myths. The first 
myth is that local democracy has 
been undermined leaving munici¬ 
palities with no power regarding 
green energyprojects. The second, 
file Planning Act with its patchwork 
of standards, burdensome processes 
for under-resourced municipalities 
and endless red tape is a preferable 
option. 

These are myths because munici¬ 
palities under the Green Energy and 
Economy Act (GEEA) have signifi¬ 
cant powers. In fact with only 1MW 


of wind constructed since the GEEA 
was passed, it should be recognized 
that large wind developments now 
in operation were developed under 
the old Planning Act. The truth 
is the provincewide Renewable 
Energy Approvals process under 
the Environmental Protection Act is 
open and transparent with a dear 
role for muniripalities. Arguably this 
new process is more rigorous and 
cohesive than the red tape heavy 
patchwork process of the past. 

Municipalities have powers of 
which they are either uncertain of, 
or choosing not to use. Concerned 
citizens need to ask their local politi¬ 
cians why not? Hopefully it is not 
because it is more convenient for 
local governments to point at the 
province than make an unpopular 
dedsionathome.

Hudak would shake up apprenticeship system

ST. CATHARINES — For 
every veteran trades worker, 
Ontario should have an 
apprentice to match, says the 
province’s top Tory. 

Progressive Conservative 
Leader Tim Hudak stopped 
in St. Catharines Thursday, 
Dec. 8 to push the governing 
Liberals to change the prov¬ 
ince’s apprenticeship system. 
Hudak, who spoke at the 
Niagara Welding Academy, 
said he’s looking to go to a 
one-to-one ratio of veterans to 
apprentices, a move he figures 


could create 200,000 jobs. 

In an interview, Hudak 
said the pitch, initially part of 
his election platform, targets 
both high unemployment 
and a shortage of skilled 
trades workers. 

“We’re training people, 
but they can’t get jobs and 
they’re moving out west," 
said the MPP for Niagara 
West-Glanbrook. 

At the moment, he said, the 
province requires workplaces 
to have three to five jour¬ 
neyman workers for every 
apprentice. "When you have 
those kinds of ratios, three, 
four, five, that means you 



44,000 full¬ 
time jobs since the election. 

Hudak said Ontario lags 
behind other provinces in 
terms of how many people 
it graduates into trades. He 
said he’s looking to get col¬ 
leges more involved in 


apprenticeships. 

He said changing the 
apprenticeship system is a 
regulatory change, not a leg¬ 
islative one, and would need 
an OK from Labour Minister 
Linda Jeffrey. 

Asked why he’s bringing 
the topic up so soon after the 
election, Hudak said, “I found 
wherever I talked about it... I 
just found it resonated.” 

He praised the weld¬ 
ing school for its work with 
apprenticeships. 

"Let’s do more of it across 
the province. Let’s get rid of 
some of this outdated red

THOROLD — Niagara 
Region is once again hanging 
its Help Wanted sign. 

Regional council voted 
19-8 to scrap a staff hiring 
freeze they voted in over the 
summer. The program had 
spared the region 10 jobs, 
saving $50,000 and avoid¬ 
ing $68,000 more in costs, 
but councillors argued it was 
time to quit micromanaging 
job by job. 

"It’s wrong for us to just 
jump in and pretend we’re 
the managers,” said Lincoln 
Mayor Bill Hodgson. 

“I really think the experi¬ 


ment has shown itself for 
what it is, and that is a drain 
on resources.” 

A report said staff has 
spent 441 hours managing 
the freeze between July 29 
and Oct. 6, at a cost of about 
$24,000. 

The freeze saw busi¬ 
ness cases required for all 
new hires, and those cases 
vetted by staff and approved 
through council’s corporate 
services committee. While 10 
jobs were not filled, 81 others 
were filled again. 

Dropping the freeze irked 
St. Catharines Coun. Brian 
Heit, who initially pitched 
the freeze in July. He said 
the point of the freeze was 


to make staff consider and 
approve every position. 

“Staff are being paid to do 
a job," he said. "One of their 
jobs should be reviewing 
all the jobs. If we want to be 
sustainable, we’ve got to start 
somewhere.’ 

Six of the dropped jobs 
were in the public health 
department, with four more 
in public works. 

But the report to council’s 
corporate services committee 
in late November noted the 
freeze has hurt both depart¬ 
ments. Both, it noted, were 
struggling to deliver services. 

The health department in 
particular, the report said, 
was having trouble with child

health and vaccine and pre¬ 
ventable disease responsi¬ 
bilities under the terms of the 
hiring freeze. 

And with winter snow 
expected soon, cold-weather 
operations were also singled 


out as a problem spot. 

The motions were brought 
to the floor in a double¬ 
whammy, beginning with 
West Lincoln Mayor Doug 
Joyner’s bid to reconsider the 
original vote. That earned its 
necessary two-third majority. 

The motion to kill the 
freeze entirely was brought by 
Niagara Falls Coun. Barbara 
Greenwood, who said it has 
been ineffective and a drain 
on staff time. 

"Stop micromanaging,” she 
urged. “We have great staff. 
We hired them to do a job. 
Let’s get on with the job.” 

Thorold Coun. Henry 
D’Angela noted positions 
were still being filled, hiring

He said the freeze tied 
managers’ hands by put¬ 
ting new hires at the mercy 
of council’s committee and 
meeting cycle.
